instances of 
recent 
year.s a complete Soil and Wa­ 
ter Plan has been developed on 
each farm at the time loan was 
developed, and funds were in­ 
cluded in the loan to accom­ 
plish the major land develop­ 
ment. 
During the last 12 months, 
June 1. 1964 to June 1, 1965, 
records of nine families who 
have received a loan for land 
purchase reveal the following 
amounts of soil and water de­ 
velopment:

Says Agent 


The precsnce of parasites in 
fish doesn't mean they are in­ 
edible. savs Flovd M. Kev. Co­ 
manche 
County 
Agricultural 
Agent. 
He Poes on to explain that 
fish, like any other animal or 
fowl, have manv different types 
of parasites, disea.ses and ab­ 
normalities. The most common 
fish 
parasites 
include 
yellow 
grubs, hlac kgruhs, tapeworms, 
anchorworms and fish-lice. 
“Regardless of parasitism, a 
fish cooked well-done is safe 
to cat,” says Key. “But from 
an esthetic standpoint, you may 
want to skin the fish and trim 
trim away parasitized tissue.” 
Most fish parasites are remov­ 
ed during the normal cleaning 
proce.ss without an excess loss 
of edible tissue. 
Key points out that parasit­ 
ism is the result of some mal­ 
ady such as injury, disease or 
malnutrition. 
Dense or 
over­ 
crowded fish population is of­ 
ten a major contributing fac­ 
tor to the spread of parasitism. 
Parasite problems are best 
avoided by proper pond or lake 
management. A fish pond with 
ample 
food 
and 
unpolluted 
water is not likely to have sig­ 
nificant 
disease 
or 
parasite 
problems. Under most condi­ 
tions it 
is 
not economically 
feasible or 
practical 
to use 
chemical parasite control for 
fish. 
“If the majority of the fish 
in a pond are in poor condition 
‘and are heavily parasitized, the 
most effective solution is to 
eliminate the entire population 
and restock,” Key states.

tution period. 
After the low-calorie nuts are 
dried, they are ready for eating 
as is, for roasting or for use 
in candies and other foods 
Exploratory studies at New
